A South Vietnamese military 
spokesman said two battalions 
of Viet Cong — a force estimat­ 
ed at 400 men — overran a mili­ 
tary post 325 miles northeast of 
Saigon and the defending pla­ 
toon of 30 Popular Force mili­ 
tiamen pulled out. 


The spokesman said the mili­ 
tiamen dispersed and he had no 
report on casualties.

additional 105 who surrendered. 
Air Force tactical bombers 
pounded the triangle with 79 
one-plane sorties during the day 
to raise the number of strikes to 
669 for the week. 


The operation, biggest of the 
war, has seen no major fighting 
so far. Enemy casualties result­ 
ed from repeated small contacts 
on the ground, air strikes and 
artillery shellings. 


Over North Vietnam Friday, 
U.S. pilots flew 73 strike mis­ 
sions, about half the number 
they fly when the weather is 
good. During the forays, a U.S. 
spokesman reported, a Navy A4 
Skyhawk was shot down by

Heie are the rules for filing i 
y our 1966 return which is due by 
April 17, 1967 (the customary 15th 
deadline is a Saturday ): 


If You and Y» Mir Wife 
Arc I rider 65 
You will receive a medical de­ 
duction only for those medical and 
dental ex penses which ex ceed 3 
per cent of y our adjusted gross 
income (the amount y ou enter on 
Line 9. Page 1. of y our Form 
1040). The cost of medicines and 
dings is included in y our medical 
ex pense tabulation to the ex tent 
it ex ceeds 1 per cent of adjusted 
gross income. 
In compiling y our list include 
all medical ex pcases for y ourself, 
y our wife and all y our depend­ 
ents. 
If You or Your Wife 
Is 65 or Older 
All medical ex penses (within 
the max imum limitatioas listed 
later in this article) are fully 
deductible without regal'd to the 
3 per cent and 1 per cent rules. 
(This is whore the big change will 
occur nex t y ear; on returns filed 
in April, 1968 . senior citizens will 
have to follow the same 3 per 
cent and 1 per cent rules which 
apply to other tax pay ers.) 
If a Dependent Parent 
Is 65 or Older 
All the medical ex penses y ou 
paid for such a parent in 1966 are 
fully deductible. List them sep­ 
arately from those ex penses in­ 
curred by y ourself, y our wife 
and y our dependent children. In 
this way y ou will receive full 
dollar-for-dollar credit on the par­ 
ent's medical bills. Your own 
family ’s ex penses will be subject 
to the usual 1 per cent and 3 per 
cent rules. 
.AND REMEMBER THIS BIG 
BREAK: If y ou furnished the 


chief support for a parent, vou 
can obtain complete deduction 
for all medical ex penses y ou 
paid for the parent EVEN IF 
y ou are not entitled to claim 
the* parent as a dependent be­ 
cause lie had $600 or more 
income. 


For ex ample, y ou paid a sur­ 
geon’s fee of $1,500 for y our 
mother, who is over 65. and who 
had $1,000 in dividend income. 
Since her income was greater 
than $600. she does not q ualify 
as y our dependent. But because 
of that $1,500 pay ment, y ou fur- 
nished her chief support. There­ 
fore, y ou can get a full medical 
deduction for the $1,500. 


Here are the max imum limit­ 
ations on the medical deduction: 
In general, the limit is $5,000 
multiplied by the number of ex ­ 
emptions (but not counting the 
ex tra ex emptions for age or blind­ 
ness’, and with this top limit: 
For single people who are not 
head of a household or a surviv­ 
ing spouse—$10,000. 
For married persons filing sep­ 
arate returns—$10,000. 
For married persons filing a 
joint return, or for a head of a 
household or a surviving spouse— 
$20,000. 
Regardless of y our age, this is 
the t\pe of medical ex pense y ou 
may include in y our tabulation.

Would breathing this contamin­ 
ated air damage their lungs? 
Also, I find that claims are more 
frequent in families where the 
houses are not kept clean and 
food is allowed to remain on the 
table rather than placed in the 
refrigerator after a meal. I find, 
too, that fewer colds occur in 
homes 
where dishwashers are 
used. What do y ou think? 


A—Since it takes several y ears 
of deep inhalation of tobacco 
smoke to produce lung cancer, 
emphy sema or other lung dis­ 
eases, I don’t believe that the 
amount of contamination of the 
air in a house occupied by heavy 
smokers would damage a child’s 
lungs. Children brought up in 
such an environment do, how­ 
ever, start to smoke at an earlier 
age and are more likely to be­ 
come heavy smokers than chil­ 
dren brought 
up by parents who 
do not smoke. 


Cleanliness and good hy gienic 
habits do help to promote health, 
and failure to refrigerate left­ 
overs promptly after a meal may 
lead to various ty pes of bacterial 
food poisoning.

The oddsmakcrs hav e made 
the Packers almost a two-tou ch­ 
down fav orite to grab the pot of 
gold, along with the enormou s 
prestige of winning this first 
b attle for su premacy b etween 
the longtime riv al leagu es who 
su ddenly grasped hands as one 
b ig, happy family last Ju ne.

Nutritio nist Sa ys: 
Athletes’ Health Often 
Threatened by Coaches 


TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) - Some 
coaches endanger the health of 
athletes b y pu tting them on b ad­ 
ly -chosen diets, say s a nu trition­ 
ist with the Univ ersity of Arizo­ 
na. 


“It is an irony of sports that 
while coaches prov ide protec­ 
tiv e eq u ipment to prev ent inju ­ 
ries many of them often pose a 
threat to the athletes’ health 
with diets aimed strictly at con­ 
trolling 
weight,” 
say s 
Ju ne 
Gib b s. 


Miss Gib b s say s coaches u su ­ 
ally do not intend to inju re 
health b u t that damage is some­ 
times done b ecau se all factors 
are not considered when the 
diets are made u p. 


“ There is no doubt that the 
coaches and athletic directors 
and school administrators are 
sincerely interested in the wel­ 
fare of their athletes,” she said. 


“ Unfortunately some football 
play ers are gorged with calorie- 
loaded, unbalanced diets to get 
them up to a certain weight. 
Other athletes, such as wres­ 
tlers, are put on unusual diets to 
keep 
them 
within 
a 
certain 
weight range ov er a long period 
of time. 


“ Still other athletes are ma­ 


nipu lated downward to a cer­ 
tain weight.” 
Miss Gib b s warns that su ch 
weight 
manipu lation 
throu gh 
diets is particu larly dangerou s 
with high school athletes 
be­ 
cau se they still are growing. 
“There shou ld b e no dietary 
tampering 
with 
the 
delicate 
mechanisms 
of 
b one, 
mu scle 
and tissu e dev elopment du ring 
the 
cru cial 
period when 
the 
y ou ng person is growing from 
childhood throu gh adolescence 
to adu lthood,” she said. 
“ Attempts to mov e an ath­ 
lete’s weight arou nd to fit the 
needs of v ariou s seasonal sports 
can critically im pair the phy si­ 
cal fitness and fu tu re health and 
well-b eing of the y ou ng people 
inv olv ed. 
“ Not only 
do 
su ch 
weight 
manipu lations 
interfere 
with 
normal growth and dev elopment 
b u t there is strong medical ev i­ 
dence that the constant chang­ 
ing of weight u p and down, 
can b e a contrib u ting factor in 
the dev elopment of heart 
dis­ 
ease.” 
She observ ed that the problem 
often is 
compounded by the 
coach’s popularity and influence 
with y ou ng people. 
Teen-agers hav e traditionally 
tended to pay more attention to 


the coach than to their own par­ 
ents or to health teachers and 
other adults, she said. 


“ There’s a certain amount of 
hero image here and with that 
comes the feeling that what the 
coach say s is gospel, whether it 
has to do with athletic instruc­ 
tion, or general y outh counsel­ 
ing or training table practices,” 
she said. 
A strenuously ex ercising ath­ 
lete needs more food than the 
av erage person of the sa le age 
and size but he needs the same 
v ariety of food v alues blended 
into the same balanced diet, she 
added. 
An athlete is like any one else 
in that he needs a daily diet 
which includes four glasses of 
milk, three or more serv ings of 
protein foods such as meat, fish, 
poultry , 
eggs 
and 
cottage 
cheese, fiv e or more serv ings of 
v egetables and fruits and four 
or more serv ings of whole-grain 
or enriched breads or cereals, the 
nutritionist said adding: 
“ Because he is so activ e, the 
athlete naturally will eat more 
of each of these foo^s than the 
av erage person, but he should 
eat only as much more as will 
permit him to maintain his de­ 
sired weight.’*
